Litigation tn connection with the 
$1,000,000 “Miss X“ slander sult filed 
against Aimee Semple McPherson and 
her mother, Mrs. Minnie Kennedy, by 
Mrs. Virla Kimball of Oakland, has 
been suspended until the conclusion 
(of the criminal proceedings pending 
in Superior Court against the evan- 
gelist and her codefendants, it was 


counsel for Mrs. 
Kimball, twin sister of Mrs. Lor- 
raine Wiseman, confessedly the per- 
petrator of the Carmel “Miss xX” 
hoax and a codefendant of the rel- 
igious leader in the conspiracy 
charges, announced yesterday that 
he had agreed with W. I. Gilbert, 
chief of the evangelist’s legal staff, 
to postpone all preceedings in con- 
nection with Mrs. Kimball's action 
until after the evangelist’s jury trial 
before Judge Stephens. 

In entering Into a stipulation with 
Mr. Gilbert to suspend the litiga- 
tion in the 81,000,000 
Mr. Hahn said that also he had 
agreed to postpone the time for the 
taking of Mrs. McPherson's deposi- 
tion which had been scheduled for 
the llth inst., at his office. 


SEEK TO BE FAIR
